SYDNEY, N. S., Sept. 18.—The Peary. 


Arctic club's Arctic steamer Windward 
with Lieut. Peary on board .arrived here 
today from Cnpc Subine. All on board 


arc well. Lieut. Peary said': 
1 "Our expedition' did 
not 
reach the 


north pole, but we made most important 


scientific discoveries. We are all well 
and glad to get back to civilization.". 


Ho recovered and brought .back, the in- 


struments and library abandoned..by the 
Grcely expedition. He also brought num- 
erous" and rare specimcntJ of- natural his- 
tory, lie sent the following report to 
the Arctic club: 


PEARY'S REPORT OF DASH. 


The Peary Arctic club steamer Wind- 


ward, Capuin Samuel'W. Bartlott, ar- 
rived here this morning from Cape Sa.- 
binc. 


All on board are well. 
Peary scut to the club the following 


Toport "of the operation's -oL the expedi- 
tion since August 0, 1001: 


"Left at Arik Tlarbor, on the Ellsmere 


coast, August Oth. The party reached 
Payer Harbor, Sept. 10, crossing Boose 
Bay partly by sledge and partly by boat, 
then walking across Beford Pirn. About 
a week later my Eskimos began to fall 
sick, not one escaping. By November 
:°tli. six adults and one child were dead, 
i:eariy all the others very weak but out 
of clanger. 


ESKIMOS DIE BY PLAGUE. 


"Early in January the Eskimos came 


across from Anvilak, bringing news of 
tho ravages of a fatal epidemic through- 
out the tribe. Word was sent .back by 
tho scouts for as many as possible of the 
survivors to'come, and they began arriv- 


• in". In February a. large portion of dog 


food was established-near Cape Louis 
Napoleon, some sixty, miles north of'Sa- 
bine. ,0n March 3d, my advance: party 
of six sledges in charge of Hensen left 
for Ganger. March 6th, started1 with the 
main party of 18 sledges", leaving Percy 
in charge of Payer Harbor. Coriger was 
reached im 12 marches,' arriving within 
an hour or two of the advance'party 
My supporting party of Eskimos return- 
ing from Conger brought down the in 
struments, chronometers and Arctic li 
brary. Eight marches more took us to 
Cape.HeoJa. 


Tho north end of Robinson . channe 


•vras all open across J,o the' Greenland 
coast, lakes of water extending north- 
ward as far as could be seen from Black 
C»po and Cape Rasoe. From Hecla an- 
other supporting party returned. 


OVER THT5 POLAR SEA. 


"April 1st, started northward over th-s 


polar sea with Henson, four Eskimos and 
six sledges. Old Floe covered deep cov- 
ered deep with snow and intersected with 
rubble ledges were encountered from tho 
moment we left the ice. •-.

"After six marches -open leads, floes in 


motion were encountered.

COMPELLED TO TURN BACK. 


"Finally at 84.17 N! lat., northwest of 


Hecla, the polar pack became impracti- 
cable and further 
efforts c to advance 


were given up. New leads and pressure 
ridges with foggy weather made our re- 
turn in some respects more trying than 
the advance. Hecla was regained Apri 
29, and Conger May 3. Leaving Conger 
M*y 6th, Cape Sabine was reached on 
the 15th. A few days la-tor went north 
as far as Cape Louis Napoleon to com 
pleto the survey of Bobbit Bay, return 
iig the first of Juno. A -proposed trip 


. across Ellcsmero Land westward was pre 


vented by open water-in Buchanan Buy 


"The ice broke up earlier .than in 190' 


and'-Pay*r Harbor wan blockaded almos 
continuously. 


JUST ESCAPE IN TIME.. 


"The Windward 
bored 
her

through the ice and entered the harbo 
tin mmrnlrf o( Augtut fith uid got out 


the same afternoon with scarcely 


fifteen minutes to spare before the bar, 
bor was closed' by the lee. Forcing our 
wak across Smith Sound, my Eskimos 
with their belongings .were landed m 
Ughfield Gulf. Several days were devot- 
ed to hunting .walrus, then the-Wind- 
ward started south, reaching and leav- 
ing Cape York the afternoon of August 
28° 


UNEVENTFUL TRIP HOME. ^ ,^. 


Calling at Gadhoun, 
Greenland and 


Cape Haven,- Baffin land, the Windward 
arrived at. .Chattau Bay Sept. 14, and 
sent dispatches.' The 
summer . voyage 


has been without mishap and the Wind- 
ward with her engines has made as. gopd 
time as the larger and powerful ships 
that have been going north the last ten 
years. 


DECIMATED BY DISEASE. 


The year at Payer Harbor was passed 


comfortably though an anxious strain 
caused by the ravages of disease among 
my faithful people was not.light.-Food 
vaa abundant: iuid.;our. supply of musk 
>x and deed meat continued throughout 
he year. The northern sledge trip in 
die spring wos-nrduous -buUnot- marked 
>y. special exposure,'suffering' o? d«nger> 
uore than is necessarily incidental to 
,ertous Arctic work. 


IMPOSSIBLE TO PROCEED. 


"The equipment and personnel were 


satisfactory 
and further advance was 


vetoed by insuperable natural conditions. 
The Windward has on board the instru- 
ments, chronometers and Arctic library 
abandoned by the Grcely expedition and 
numerous spcciments of natural history, 
bear, musk ox, reindeer and walrus 
skins.

SOFT COAL THE SOLUTION 


Absence of. Anthracite May Not Work 


Hardships Predicted During the 


Coming Winter. 


Racine coal dealers and conservative 


business men in speaking of the ajithra- 
cito coal famine do not by any means 
believe that the poor people will freeze 
this winter. The alarm that has been 
Bounded over the prospect, o£ a freezing 
and suffering winter is given but little 
credence by those who have carefully 
considered the situation and say that 
not only is there no immediate cause for 
apprehension, but that the 
poor will 


probably-keep as warm as ever and that 
besides they, will do it cheaper than for- 
merly by using soft coal. 


Neither will it be uc.cessary for them 


to buy new stoves for the soft coal to 
take the place of'the self-feeding hard 
coal stoves.they now own. Whjle cylin- 
ders of the stove cannot be filled up, as 
with hard coal, that they can still be fed 
from the top. They will require more 
time and attention, however, and it will 
be dirtier work. Soft coal burns up and 
this fact will not permit the filling of 
the hard coal stoves to the tops. Ha!f a 
dozen grades of soft coal, can be used in 
these and other coal stoves and in fur- 
naces and kitchen stoves with ease. The 
uso of soft coal will mean a saving to 
the poor slace It can bo bought at $5 a 
ton while hard coal would co*t $7.50. 


If-this stock is helped out by wood and 


coko, there is no reason to believe that 
the city will bo without sufficient fuel 
this winter, considering the .economy 
with which it will be used. There is no 
immediate prospect of a famine anyway. 
If tbe strike is settled soon, hard coal 
will como into the market late in-the 
winter to further help out the situa- 


.There is not a pound ol hard coal in 


tho city for sale at the present time. 
But whole the price of wood went up SO 
cents a cord yesterday, coal dealers say 
that this is not necessarily due to the 
scarcity of hard coal, since wood itself 
is .becoming scarcer. If tho price of coal 
this winter makes it profitable, 'a large 
amount of wood will be brought Into the 
city from the north.

To ascribe the money scarcity to the

It is no killing matter to the- underwrit- 
ers the promoters of combines, even if 
it is a, killing matter to the people later 
on, and the big corners of stocks and 
Drains may hold up a period until the 
crops are moved and the importers get 
over their rush.

These latter are made for a 
distinct purpose, and there Is a wide 
market for them, says K. S. .Warren- 
ton, in, American Cultivator .Cheese, 
mftk'ors use' skim and, part r.kim m Ik 
ivltb a full knowledge that the results 
will bo of a certain inferior character, 
and the cheese is so marked when sent 
to market. The mokers are satiBfaed 
if they get a .few cents a pound. 


But inferior cheese made from full 


cream milk and spoiled In the curing, 
keeping or some other .way Is a direct 
loss to the maker.. The trouble is some- 
thing that should be averted by follow- 
ing carefully rules that have been dis- 
covered through years:of study and ex- 
periment There'are of course many 
reasons why cheese'does not come out 
satisfactory .when good full cream milk 
is used. Off flavor of cheese of tb.s 
character Is frequently due to lack of 
acid in the cheese or to hot curing 
rooms. In tho trade such cheese has 


Buch a strong odor after being kept a 
Bhort time that It is marked down 
heavily. The remedy Is to see that the 
temperature of the curing rooms is bet- 
ter regulated and in preventing acidity- 
This latter is generally due to hastiness 
in making.

. SYDNEY, N. S., Sept. 18—The Peary 
Arctic club's Arctic steamer Windward 
with Lieut. Peary on board,arrived here 
today from Cape Sabine. "All on board 
are well. Lieut. Peary said: 


1 "Our expedition'did 
not .reach; the 


north pole, but we made most important 
scientific discoveries. We .are all well 
and glad to get back to civilization." 


He recovered and brought .back, the in- 


struments and library abandoned,by the 
Greely expedition. He also brought num- 
erous and rare speciment? nf natural his- 
tory. Ho sent the following report to 
the Arctic club: 


PEARY'S REPORT .OF DASH. 


The Peary Arctic club steamer Wind- 


ward, Capiain Samuel W. Bartktt, ar- 
rived here this morning from Cape Sa- 
bine. 


All on board are well. 
Peary sent to the club the following 


report of the operations of. the expedi- 
tion since August 9, 1901: 


"Left at Arik "Harbor, on the Ellsznere 


coast, August 9th. The party reached 
Payer Harbor, Sept. JO, crossing B.oose 
Bay partly by sledge and partly by boat, 
then walking across Beford Pirn. About 
a week later my Eskimos began to fall 
sick, not one escaping. By November 
l.?th, six adults and one child were dead, 
nearly all the others very weak but out 
of danger. 


ESKIMOS DIE BY PLAGUE. 


"Early in January ttie Eskimos came 


across from Anvilak, bringing news of 
the ravages of a fatal epidemic through- 
out the tribe. Word was sent -back by 
the scouts for as many as possible of the 
survivors to come, and they began' arriv- 
ing. In February a large portion of dog 
food was established . near Cape : Louis 
Napoleon, some sixty miles north of "Sa- 
bine. ,0n March 3d, my 'advance :party 
of six sledges in charge of Henaen left 
for Ganger. March 6th, started with the 
main party of 18 3]edgeij leaving'Percy 
in charge of Payer Harbor. .Coriger was 
reached in\ 12 marches,' arriving within 
an hour or two of the advance party. 
My supporting party of Eskimos return- 
ing from Conger brought down the in- 
struments, chronometers and Arctic li- 
brary. Eight marches more took us to 
Cape.Hecla. 


The north end of Robinson. channel 


was all open across .jto the ' Greenland 
coast, lakes of water extending north- 
ward as far as could be seen from Black 
Cape and Cape Raaoe. From Hecla an- 
other supporting party returned. 


OVER THE POLAR SEA. 


"April 1st, started northward over th.j 


polar sea with Henson, four Eskimos and 
six sledges. Old Floe covered deep cov- 
ered deep with snow and intersected with 
rubble ledges were encountered from the 
moment we left the iee. 


The same kind of traveling, except the 


lanes of young ice, as found by the Eng- 
lish expedition of 187B. 


"After six marches 'open leads, floes in 


motion were encountered. Two natives 
were sent back. As we - advanced the 
floes became smaller, the pressure ridges 
on a grander scale and the -snow less 
deep. 


COMPELLED TO TURN" BACK. 


"Finally at 84.1? K. Jat., northwest of 


Hecla, the polar pack became.impracti- 
cable and further 
efforts 4. to -advance 


were given up. New leads and pressure 
ridges with foggy weather reads our.re- 
turn in some respects more trying thaa 
the advance. Hecla was regained April 
29, and Conger May 3. Leaving Conger 
May -6th, Cape Sabine was reached on 
the I5th. A few days later went north 
as far as Cape Louis Napoleon to com- 
plete the survey of Bobbit Bay, return- 
ing the first1 of June. A proposed trip 
across Ellesmere Land westward was pre- 
vented by open water in Buchanan Bay. 


"The ice broke up earlier than'in 1901 


and'Sayer Harbor was blockaded almost 
continuously. 


:. JUST ESCAPE EST TIME;. 


"The Windward 
bored

through the .ice and entered the harbor 
tt« moraing of August 5th and got out 


again the same afternoon, with scarcely 
fifteen minutes _to spare before the har- 
bor was closed by the ice.

that have been going north the last ten 
years. 


DECIMATED BY DISEASE. 


The year at Payer Harbor was passed 


comfortably though an anxious strain 
caused by the ravages of disease among 
my faithful people was not JigHt. 'Food 
was abundant; arid':our. supply of"musk 
ox and deed meat continued tnroughout 
the year. The northern sledge trip in 
.the spring wos-ardupus mtt-oiot-mark 
by .special exposure, suffeffng 0? danger 
more than is necessarily incidental to 
serious Arctic work. 


IMPOSSIBLE TO PROCEED. 


"The equipment and personnel were

Its fifty-first year vrith ah""enrollment of 
nearly 150 students, thus exceeding by 
far any previous enrollment since the in- 
stitution .has been'conducted as a mili- 
tary preparatory school. 


Warden Dr. H. D. Robinson fa more 


than pleased with the prospect of one 'of 
the brightest years in^ college history, 
and the other officials doubl$ess feel like- 
wise. There are a few new instructors 
this fall as Prof. Hudson has accepted 
another position and his place will be 
taken by Prof. R, T. House, who will 
teach German and ..French. .I"r6f. R. L. 
Sauerhering will have charge .of the shell 
'form and the commercial studies .will be 
taught by Prof. Watson. The new teach- 
ers are experienced and capable men 
and will undoubtedly make school life 
very interesting. 


This year there seems to be a preva- 


lence of larger boys than usual although 
of the younger members of the school 
there'is a goodly number. Today was 
spent by the teachers in assigning stud- 
ies and classes to the pupils while they 
are busy .shaking hands with each other 
and sizing up the new boys. 


During the past three months', vaca- 


tion many .improvements have been msde 
to the college buildings and grounds antE '. 
the pupils as fast as they arrive are-fit 
stalled in bright new quarters. The 
teachers too, ,have been undergoing? a 
renovation, during the,, summer months 
and are bettwv, equipped than ever be- 
fore to. scatter their knowledge to the 
pupils' brains.

SOFT COAL THE SOLUTION 


Absence of Anthracite May Not Work 


Hardships Predicted During the 
'•'•-'' 
Coming Winter. 


Racine coal dealers and conservative 


business men in speaking of the anthra- 
cite coal famine do not by any means 
believe that the poor people will-freeze 
this winter. The alarm that has been 
sounded over the prospect of a freezing 
and suffering winter is given but little 
credence by those who have carefully 
considered the. situation and say th»t 
not only is there no immediate cause for 
apprehension, but that the poor wil' 
probably keep as warm as ever and thai 
besides they wilt do it cheaper than for 
merly by using soft coal. 


Neither will ifr be necessary for them 


to buy new stoves for the soft coal to 
take the place" of'the self-feeding hart 
coal stoves, they now own... While cyjin 
dcrs of the stove cannot be filled up, 
with hard coal, that they can still be fed 
from the top. They will require more 
time and attention, however, and it wil 
be dirtier work. Soft coal burns up ant 
this fact will not permit the filling o 
the hard coal stoves to the tops. Half a 
dozen grades of soft coal, can be used in 
these and other coal stoves and in fur 
naces and kitchen stoves with case. The 
use of soft coal will mean a saving to 
the poor since it can be bought at $5 a 
ton; while hard coal would cost $7.50. 


If-this stock is helped out by wood aai 


coko, there is no reason to believe th» 
the city will, be without sufficient fue 
this winter, considering the economy 
with which it-•will be used. There is m 
immediate prospect of a famine anyway 
If the strike- is settled • soon, hard coa 
will come into the market late in'the 
winter to' further help out the situs 
tiou.

prejudice than • anything else, and the

such in the past. Complaints have been 
made our manufacturers do not conform 
with the native taste in patterns suffic- 
iently and again that the manufacturers 
in the matter of packing have somewhat 
failed to satisfy, and then the same old 
complaint as -to banking facilities is 
heard. Our trade with the South Amer- 
icas should indeed be much larger, es- 
pecially taking into consideration that 
this country buys so largely from these 
South American countries, notably Bra- 
zil and Mexico.

ONE 1ESSON OF THE STRIKE. . 


One of the lessons of the great eastern 


coal strike will be in the nature of .a 
home study affair, applicable to those 
most concerned with the management of 
things. 
It had been popularly sup- 


posed that hard coal could only be used 
for certain purposes, but it has been 
found through stern necessity that soft 
coal will do just as well, and it is now 
discovered that smoking chimneys come 
not from either the use of soft or hard 
coal, but from careless firing, insufficient 
grate capacity, and one or two other 
things that can be readily remedied.

present undue smoke. This was done

er. The hay goes In on an upper floor, 
the cattle are underneath this, and be- 
low all is the cellar.

The largest silo ever built stands on- 


the ilcGougli farm, near Aztalan,

The amount of cheap cheese made 


and put on the market should not be 
judged by the skim and part skim milk 
cheeses. These latter are made for a 
distinct purpose, and there is a wide 
market for' them, says B. S. Warren- 
ton. In, American Cultivator. Cheese- 
mak'ars use'skim and. part skim milk 
with a full knowledge tbnt the results 
wili be of a certain inferior character 
.and the cheese is so marked when sen! 
to market. The makers are satisncc 
if they get a .few cents a pound. 


But inferior cheese made from full 


cream milk and spoiled in the curing 
keeping .or some other.way is a direct 
loss to ttie maker.. The trouble is some- 
thing that should.be averted by follow- 
ing carefully rules that have been dis 
covered through yearsiof study and ex- 
periment. There are ot course many 
reasons why cheese does not come 6u 
satisfactory .when good, full cream milk 
is used. Off flavor of cheese of this 
character Is frequently due to lack o 
acid In the cheese or to hot curing 
rooms. Ic tho trade such cheese has 
such a strong odor after being kept a 
short time that it is marked down 
heavily. Tbe remedy Is to see that the 
temperature of tbe curing rooms is bet 
ter regulated and in preventing acidity 
This latter Is generally due to bastinea 
in making. When the cheese is madi 
every other day, too much starter ii 
used, and the attempt to hurry--tb 
work causes the trouble.

This 
year, as the records show, it is ahead of 
time and much damage has been done in 
consequence. Corn has not made much 
progress during the past ten days, ac- 
cording to the bulletin, but with favora- 
ble weather will mature within ten days 
in the southern sections of the state, 
where the frost did not greatly injure 
the crop. 


TO ASK FOR CROP. REPORTS. 


MADISON, Sept. 16.—Secretary J. M. 


True of the state board of agriculture 
will send out tomorrow requests for in- 
formation regarding the condition of 
crops. These letters will be sent to cor- 
respondents in ever county in the state 
and the data, secured will be incorporat- 
ed in the secretary's crop report to be 
issued Oct. 1. The correspondents will 
be. especiajly asked to. make "returns. on 
the damage, done corn and tobacco-by 
the .frosts.. It is believed that "late, fields 
of these two crops suffered.considerably 
in certain sections from frosts. Corres- 
pondents''will hjjj asked to give the av- 
erage condition, of corn, sorghum, buck- 
wheat, clover, seed, potatoes,, beans, pas- 
tures and apples, and will aTaq'T*i .as-ked 
to state tie.condition of the .soil fd'r fall 
plowing. Next month a more ,coinpre^ 
hensive report will be asked for in order 
to ascertain the yield of the various 
crops. The data gathered then will ha 
issued in the report of Nov. 1, which 
mil probably be the last report for the 
year.
